Civil Rights Commission Again 
Supports Affirmative Action 


WASHINGTON Claim- 
ing: that discrimination against 


women ard minorities “is far more . 


pervasive,， entrenched and varied 
thban many of the critics of 
affirmative action assume,” the 
US “Civil Rights， Gommission 
Strongly reasserted the need for 
affirmative action，including the 
selective use of numerical goals 
and hiring quotas， last week， 
Meanwhile， civil rights leaders 
around the country joined in an 
attack on the Reagan Adminis- 
tration's plan to seek a Supreme 
Court ban on such -programs， 
according to _ reports in Thpe Ne 
York Tirmnes and ZLos Amngeles 
Ti77zes， 

QUALIFIED . 

Inuits 56-page report, the results 
of two years of study， the 
Commission contended that white 
men continue to benefit from “an 
interlocking self-perpetuating 
process that， started by Past 
eventsj_ now IToutinely “bestows 
Privileges” on them . 

It endorsed quotas that “select 
qualified minorities and_ women 
according to designated ratios or 
percentages for limited periods of 
time for the purpose of over- 
coming Drejudice and its effects,” 

The report was released by out- 
going commission Chairman 
Arthur S$， 了 Elemming，who was 
fired by Reagan last month. 
Members of the Reagan Adminis- 
tration have repeatedly spoken onut

entrenched in many areas of American society. Affirmative 
action programs'do not require the selection of unqualified 
people ofr the “preferential treatment” of women and 
iminorities，the report noted，Instead，tphey Provide a 
step towards“dismantling the process of discrimination.…” 


As a case in point，the affirmative action mandated 
in the 1979 consent decree with tae San Francisco Police 
Department has done much to rectify previous inbalances 
and discrimination on the police force. 允 hile these efforts 


need tp be beefed Up if thedecreed goals are to be achieved， 


only with such programs would the“past history of dis- 
crimination be able to be corrected. 


The Reagan Adiministration would do well to Teconm- 
sider its position on affirmative action，which the reports 
charged was“inconsistent with the principles of establish- 
ed _ civil rights law and policy.” 了 Many affirmative action 
programs are just now beginmningto become effective. 
The Justice Departimnent ,Should Support Sucna programnis 
Which seek to overcome prejudice: and its _ effects，and 
continue along the road to make equal opportunity 
a reality for those “who have _ historically suffered_ dis- 
criimination .

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Follow- 
ing the heavy restraints imposed 
on Peking Opera during the 
Cultural Revolution, China is now 
in the process of recouping the 
traditional forms in this old art 
form， according to Professor Zhao 
Rongshen of the Chinese National 
Academy of Drama. 

Admitting the repression im- 
posed on the art during the ten 
tumultuous years of the Cultuiral 
Revolution ,Zhao said that in the 
government's forceful efforts to 
change the productions to“reflect 
modern life，and the struggles- of 
the soldiers and peasants，the art 
form was basically destroyed. 

PANDEMONIUM 

The four basic components of 
Peking Opera Singing， 
dialogue， movement (tradi- 
tionally extremely symbolic)，and 

”acrobatics and martial arts 一 Were 
largely waylaid，Zhao reported. 
The musical group originally 
meant to accompany the opera 
performers，expanded from the 
.Several it included to become a 
large orchestra of up to 48 players， 
who， following Jiang Chings 
directive，Pplayed both Western 
and Chinese instruments. The 
pandemonium that resulted, Zhao 
reported， overshadowed the 
singing, a vital part of the art. 

The more abstract movements 
were largely dropped，and since 
the performers were made to carTy 
guns and such to reflect 
modernity，the martial arts Per- 
formances possible were limited， 
Zhao said，EFurther limiting was 
Jiang Ching's directive that Per- 
mitted only eight plays,4none of 


which retained the _ traditional 
forms. 
Zhao said that， those who 


studied the Peking Opera during 
thie Cultural Revolution were told 
to begin their studies anew after 
the“Gang of Four”was deposed. 
Their background is far too weak 
to perform the traditional Peking 
Opera，Zhao said，and without 
retraining, they would not be able

BACKGROUND 

Peking OPpera students now 
eriter Special opera schools around 
the age of 12.

The stu- 
dents study not only the art form， 
but also devote time to subjects 
such as history and other cultural 
studies， 

While in the process of recoup- 
ing the original traditions 
Peking Opera， Zhao and his 
colleagues have been instructed to 
try to seek modernizing changes as 
well，Zhao himself has written 


several operas， all based on 
historical legends and stories，

modern plots and with some poli- 
tical meaning are also being 
sought by the governrment. 

Peking .Opera continues to

Place in the sun,”he said. 

He hopes that China will be 
careful in developing. Upon 
meeting an official of Ghina's 
equivalent to the Environmental 
Protection “ Agency， Schwarz- 
child told him that he hoped 
China“wouldnt make the same 
Imistakes that we have made.”

Seid, the only Asian American on 
the state Board of 下 qucationy is UP 
for reappbointment to the board 
next month, During his two-year 
term，which will expire January 
15,， he has continually advocated . 
for Asian and Pacific American 
students 一 supporting bilingual 
education, increased awareness of 
minorities in textbooks and curTIi- 
culum, and appointments of 
A/PAs to state commissions. 

“There have been frustrations， 
Seid said,“but its better to do 
battle than to sit passively and let 
chronic neeqs go unaddressed,… 
Chinese for Affirmative Action is 
Presently organizing  a jletter- 
writing drive in support of Seid's 
reappointment， and Seid said 
groups such as CAA and his own 
Asian Amiericans for Community 
Involvement have been an 
important Part of his success. 

TITANIC 

The board's knowledge of and 
sensitivity _ toward the needs of 
Asian students have increased 
since his appointment，Seidq said， 
but there is still a long way to go 
for both American-born Asians， 
and the children of newly-arrived 
refugees and immigrants, In addi- 
tion, the whole spectrum of public 
education is threatened by massive 
budget cuts ”proposed by the 
Reagan administration , 

“You can rearrange the chairs 
on the Titanic，but that wont 
make much of a difference, Seid 
said_ of sinking federal funds. 
Federal assistance .for California s 
1981-1982 school year Was 
reduced by imore than $125 
million from last year，By 1983- 
1984，federal funds will be cnut 
from last years $1 billion to less 
than $500 million , 

“Its _ not just bad for Asians. 
Theyve cut back the amount of 


funds but cleverly left the decision ，

on how to deal with prioritizing to 
state and local authorities,”Seid 
explained.“Advocacy groups W 计 
be .tearing at one another. 
American history has taught us 
that minority communities have 
not fared well when prioritizing is 
done in economically depressed 
times.” 

Though it is not yet clear which 
prograrms will be cut first，Seid 
said the proposed cutbacks could 
lead to a loss of services for 
refugees and immigrants unless 3 
lawsuit is brought charging that 
they are not being given equal 
opportunities for education. 

But even for American-born 
Asian students，who do not face 
the immense ljanguage and cultur- 
al changes thrust upon mnew:= 
comers， true equality .ip the 
education system has not yet been 
achieved, Seid continued. 


BLUE-EYED 


Several years ago in a multi- 


racial Palo Alto first grade class- 
room，a teacher put upP a Poster 
showing a large group of people of 
all races and ethnic backgrounds. 
The heading read,“Who are the 
Ieal Americans? 
“When the teacher asked the 
childrem to point to the real 


.Americans, they all pointed to the 


blond-haired，blue-eyed person， 
Seid recalled. This incident， 
recounted to him by one of his 
children, shows all too clearly how 
early- American Iminorities “are 
made to feel inferior, he said, and 
the impact of the story has guided 
much of'his thinking. 

“When families achieve a better 
life materially，Ppsychological 
issues _ become more PpPIominent 
and more detrimental, ”Seid ex- 
Plained.“In urban Chinatown a 
youngster knows his heritage, but， 
particularly in the afftluent 
suburbs， Asian children know 
they're not a black or brown 
minority too “many think 
theyTre Caucasian; It can become 
part of a severe identity crisis， 

This loss of idqentity leads to 
infeiiority complexes， lack of 
assertiveness，and later in jlife， 
reluctance to assume leadership 
roles，he continued. “They had 
little opportunity for leadership 
while in school, and there are few 
role models,”Seid noted. Parents 
who have experienced discrimina- 
tion themselves also try to Protect 
their children from“societys Pre- 
ference for whites,”and as a result 
the children often fail to develop 
coping skills, he added. 

In its framework for history and 
social _ studies curriculum， the

tions， 

The “lack of knowledge and 
_ Sensitivity to the educational needs 
of Asian youngsters”has been one 
of Seid's biggest frustra- 
tions as a school board member， 
he saidq, and the notion that Asians 
are a -model minority” still 
prevails among many members. 
Thbis stereotype has been partly 
corroborated by misleading 
statistics ”Which indicate _ that 
Chinese and Japanese American 
householdqs have above-average 

- income levels, he explained. The 
data was taken in-the 1960s，when 
in most householdqs only the man 
Worked.， But in Asian families it 
was common for all mnembers to 
work, Seid said, and their imacomes 
were totaled and compared to the 
Single incomes of other families.

In -addition to serving as a
